New invention.—We have seen Mr. Lin- 
nie’s new invention. Itisa curious piece 
of mechanism, comprising a complete fowl- 
ing piece, barrel 33 inches long, calibre 5-8 
inches, detonating lock, butt with proper 
angle, ramrod, &c. &c. a complete fishing- 
rod about 12 feet long, dog-call, looking-glass 
and snufl-box, with pen, in the small com- 
pass of an ordinary sized walking stick, 
weighing about 31-2 lbs. =When used as 
a fowling-piece it contains a flask, with pow- 
der and shot, sufficient for 12 or 14 charges, 
‘and can be used as a walking stick or fishing 
‘rod, loaded and primed with the greatest 
safety.

A scientific correspondent of the Londcn Cour- 
ier says that the entire skeleton of a mammoth, 
i.e. a- fossilelephant of the same species with 
those mhich occur ia Siberia, and all aver Europe, 
has been very recently discovered near London, 
at Il/ord, in the county of Essex, near Stratford 
and Bow. It lay buried at the depth of about 
sixteen feet, ina large ynarry of diluvial loam 
and Ciay, which is excavated for making bricks. 
A large tusk and several of the largest cylindrical 
bones of the legs, also many ribs and vertebra 
were found with the smatler bones of the feet 
and tail lying close upon one another, so that there 
can be no doubt, they make up an entire skeleton 
at least 15 feet high.—V. Y. Amer.
